Mum took the one snap of the 
magic moment. She said: “My brain 
hibernated somewhere at that 
moment!

'The Mighty O' docks at Greenwich 


THE largest ship in the Royal Navy 
-- HMS Ocean -- is now moored in the 
Thames at Greenwich for a week- 
long military exercise in readiness 
for the Olympic and Paralympic 
Games. 

Nicknamed ‘The Mighty O’, the 
21,500 tonne vessel is acting as 
the operating base for helicopters 
and their crews for the exercise, 
which will test the armed forces in 
their role supporting the police and 


Games organisers LOCOG during the 
Olympics. 

Local residents had the chance to go 
aboard yesterday (Tuesday) when 
HMS Ocean was due to throw down 
its gangplank to visitors. Sailors 
and Royal Marines were lined up 
to tell them about life on board and 
answer questions about the role 
of the Armed Forces during the 
Olympics. The ship is due to return 
to Greenwich for the Games on July 


13. Greenwich Ship Pier is the only 
berth in London large enough to fit 
a ship of HMS Ocean’s size. It will 
also provide accommodation for 400 
Royal Marines and sailors who will 
be part of the Venue Security Force 
for nearby Greenwich Park, where 
events are being held. 

The ship will remain moored 
at Greenwich throughout the 
Games, and is due to leave around 
September 16. 


Olympic traffic plan 
pnder microscope 

Planners consider LOCOG’s latest proposals 



PLANNERS are set to 
discuss LOCOG’s latest 
proposals for traffic in and 
around Greenwich Park 
during Games time later 

this month. 

The royal borough’s 
planning board will be 
meeting on May 24 to consider 
LOCOG’s plans for traffic 
flow, parking restrictions and 
public transport during the 
Olympic equestrian events in 
Greenwich Park. 

The Royal Borough 
of Greenwich has been 
scrutinising LOCOG’s plans 
to ensure that they balance the 
needs of local residents and 
businesses with the smooth 
operation of the Games. As a 
result, there are now far fewer 
Games lanes planned for 
Greenwich than in the earlier 
proposals. Greenwich is also 
insisting on keeping more 
parking areas than suggested 
so there are enough for local 
people. 

Royal Greenwich transport 


experts have been urging 
LOCOG and Transport for 
London (TfL) to prevent any 
travel snags between the 
borough’s Olympic venues 
- Greenwich Park, North 
Greenwich Arena (The 
0 2 ), and Woolwich’s Royal 
Artillery Barracks - and the 
Olympic Park and the other 
2012 venues. 

A series of public consultation 
events has already taken 
place, including drop-in events 
near the three venues, and 


leaflets have been distributed. 
Detailed information is being 
provided for residents and they 
have another chance to give 
their views in coming weeks. 
Watch out for further details 
in GT. 

A spokesman for the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich, told 
GT: “We are working hard to 
protect the interests of our local 
communities and to make sure 
we play our part in staging 
a really successful Games. 
We are proud to be hosting 


34 Olympic and Paralympic 
events here in Royal 
Greenwich and we aim to make 
sure our residents and local 
business feel a lasting benefit 
- and as little inconvenience 
as possible - from our being an 
Olympic and Paralympic Host 
Borough.”

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A special sports day 
in the Olympic Park

YOUNG people from royal borough 
schools had the chance to try up to 13 
different sports and activities in the 
Copper Box, where Olympians will 
be competing for medals less than 
three months’ time. 

The pupils from Woolwich Polytechnic, 
Plumstead Manor, Crown Woods College 
and The John Roan School were among 
1,000 young people from the six Olympic 
host boroughs to get a taste of how life will 
be at the Olympic Park after the Games. 

They tried the sports under the expert 
eyes of local coaches when they took part in 
the first of the 2012 series of One Movement 
festivals run by East London Business 
Alliance and funded by the National 
Lottery, which aim to increase sports 
participation in the six host boroughs. 

The multi-sport event, opened by former 
Olympic 110m hurdler Tony Jarrett, was a 
glimpse into the future life of the venue, to 
be known as the Multi-Use Arena after the 
Games, when it reopens in 2013 as a multi- 
use, community venue. 

Tony Jarrett said: “Sport can change 
lives, and it is fantastic to see so many 
young people being given the opportunity 
to get involved before the Games have even 
started. The Copper Box is an inspiring 
venue and the fact that it will be used for 
community sport after the Games will be a 
special legacy for young people in London. ” 
The sports and activities were set out in 


11 different zones in the 7,500 seat Copper 
Box. They included handball, dance, judo, 
table tennis, athletics, cycling, rowing, 
pentathlon and tennis. They were put on 
by a host of sporting governing bodies 
and local sports groups including England 
Handball, East London Dance, British 
Judo and The Lawn Tennis Association. 

Mini Kharel, 15, from Crown Woods 
College in Eltham, said: “It’s great to be 
here and trying all these different sports 
under one roof with our friends. Really 
good fun and we also get a chance to 
see what the park looks like. I want to 
come back to the Copper Box after the 
Games.” And Kiran Van Den Berg, 11, 
from Greenwich, said: “Today has been 
great. To have the chance to try out all of 
these different sports in the Copper Box 
before the Games is really amazing and I 
now can’t wait for the Games.” 

• MORE than 8oo competitors from 96 
different countries spent 10 days at the 
specially-constructed ranges at Woolwich 
Barracks for the International Shooting 
Sport Federation’s (ISSF) World Cup 
tournament. Thousands of spectators, 
including shooting enthusiasts, families 
and friends saw the world’s best athletes 
compete in rifle, pistol and shotgun events. 
The tournament, which ended on Saturday, 
April 28, was hosted at the barracks 
as a test for the shooting events in this 
summer’s London 2012 Games. LOCOG’s 
venue manager Jenny Thellusson told GT: 

“It went well everything ran smoothly, event 
though it was a bit wet and cold.”

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DOZENS of young people from two royal 
borough schools will perform for the world as 
part of the entertainment for the Olympic and 
Paralympic Games. 

Students from Thomas Tallis secondary 
school will take part in the closing ceremony 
for the Olympic Games while students from 
The John Roan secondary school perform for 
the paralympic closing events. 

The royal borough youngsters were among 
hundreds who auditioned for a part in the 
ceremonies earlier this year.

Ken Jones, interim headteacher at Thomas Tallis 
told GT that 32 students from Thomas Tallis 
will be participating after organisers from 
London 2012 came to watch and video students 
performing songs and dances just before Easter. 

He said: “The pupils were informed of their 
selection last week - they were each sent a 
letter. When they saw that they had been 
selected they were absolutely delighted. On 
top of this Thomas Tallis has been awarded 235 
Olympic tickets, so it’s not just the performers 
who are excited about the Games!” 

Natalie Mann, the Olympic Champion and PE 
Teacher at The John Roan school said 80 Year 7 
students auditioned and 40 have been selected. 

“Their faces were a picture when we told 
them. This is an opportunity that the students 
and the school will never forget.” 

Seb Coe, London 2012 Chair, said: ‘Being part 
of the ceremonies is a great way of inspiring 
young people, I’m delighted school children 
from the Royal Borough of Greenwich will be 
part of the Olympic and paralympic closing 
ceremonies and help tell our story to world. 
The students involved will have an incredible 
experience which will build their confidence 
and a sense of pride in themselves, their friends, 
family, school and wider community.”

A ONCE-IN-A-LIFETIME 
honour has been given to 
Alison Cullen from Corelli 
Road near Shooters Hill 
- she is set to have lunch 
with the Queen. 

Alison, 55, is chair of the 
local Housing and Safer 
Neighbourhoods panel, and 
has battled throughout her 
life to overcome massive 
problems after nearly loosing 
her sight in a car accident at 
just 12 years old. 

She is now a leading light 
in the local community, and 
this has been acknowledged 
by the royal borough, which 
nominated her to attend a 
diamond jubilee reception on 
May 15. The Queen will be 
there, along with the Duke of 
Edinburgh. 

She told GT: “I was put 
forward for being an achiever 
for Greenwich, and I received 
an invitation from Sir David 
Brewer, Her Majesty’s 
representative as the Lord- 
Lieutenant in Greater London. 

“I’m very nervous about 
going, because I’ve never 
been to anything like that. 
I’ve been told the dress code, 
and I’m going to wear a long 
royal blue dress with a black 
peacock feather in my hair. 
The reception includes a 
buffet lunch, and I’m really 
chuffed to be going. I’ve got 
another eye operation that’s 
due on May 25, and this 
invitation is taking my mind 
off it.” 

Alison was 15 before she was 


finally able to walk without 
sticks after her car accident, 
and had her last leg operation 
at 26. She is totally blind in 
one eye, and has only six per 
cent vision in the other. That 
makes reading with the help 
of her strong magnifying glass 
painfully difficult and slow. 

The royal borough’s 
community participation 
team have worked closely 
with Alison, and helped her 
gain qualifications. 

She said: “The council has 
been absolutely brilliant, and 
showed me that was capable 
of doing things, when I didn’t 
think I could. They kept on 
pushing me, and now I just 
love learning. Their support 
has been so good, and they 
always make sure there are 
large print documents for me 


at meetings. They organised 
the courses for me and they 
paid for them.”

A PRIVATE landlord in 
Thamesmead has been 
successfully prosecuted for 
failing to provide his tenants with 
proper fire safety provisions in a 
multiple occupation house. 

Mr Kata Beredugo, the owner 
of a house in Passfield Path, 
was fined £1000 plus full costs 
of £933 at Bexley Magistrates’ 
Court. 

The house was occupied by 
five people, including a child, 
and the magistrate ruled that 
it lacked a proper fire warning 


system and safe means of 
escape in the event of a fire, 
endangering tenants’ lives 

Cllr Maureen 0’Mara, cabinet 
member for community safety 
and enforcement, said: “The 
Royal Borough of Greenwich 
will seek to take the strongest 
action against those landlords 
who fail to maintain a safe home 
for their tenants. 

“Tenants of houses in multiple 
occupation are among the most 
vulnerable groups of occupants 
as this type of accommodation 


can lead to increased risk of 
fire. “I urge both landlords 
and tenants to have a look at 
the free advice provided by the 
royal borough to minimise the 
risks fire poses to multiple 
occupations.’’ 

If you are a tenant who lives 
in a privately-rented property 
and share the house and its 
facilities with another family, 
the chances are it’s a house in 
multiple occupation. 

This type of property is 
required to meet specific 


legal requirements. The royal 
borough’s environmental health 
teams are always willing to 
offer free advice to landlords 
on their responsibilities and to 
tenants regarding the condition 
of their premises.

St Luke’s celebrates life of Spencer Perceval

m 


HE was a politician 
known more for how he 
met his end than for his 
achievements in life. 

But the myth of Spencer 
Perceval is set to change at an 
event at St Luke’s Church in 
Charlton on May 12 - the 200th 
anniversary of his death. 

Assassination brought a 
premature and dramatic end 
to Perceval’s reign as British 
Prime Minister when he was 
shot dead by a rival merchant 
who held a lethal grudge. 

His life will be remembered 
at the event, which begins 
with a civic service at 3pm and 
continues with an evening 
concert at 7pm. 

St Luke’s is the site of 
Perceval’s burial and event 
organiser Gwen Zammitt 
hopes for a celebratory 
atmosphere throughout 
the day, saying: “We are 
commemorating Spencer 
Perceval’s life, not his death.” 

And she is rightly proud of 
the local links. “Perceval was 
well connected to Charlton,” 
said Gwen. “He spent part of 
his childhood in Charlton and 
he married Jane, the daughter 
of Sir Thomas Maryon-Wilson 
of Charlton House,.” 

Their wedding showed 
Perceval was cut from 
different cloth than the 
politicians of today It was 
conducted in secret, due to 
her father’s disapproval that 
Perceval was a humble young 
lawyer at the time. 

They married in secret in 
East Grinstead and, as legend 
has it, Jane sneaked out of 


Charlton House by a rear 
window and married Perceval 
still wearing her riding 
clothes. 

The evening will delight 
music - as well as history 
lovers - from classical to 
Afrikaan. Among the eclectic 
range Gwen has lined up 
will be Gus Glen strumming 
his guitar, piano duets from 
Nicholas Bosworth and 
Dominic Barlow, cellist Joseph 
Spooner and organist Andrew 
Sackett, as well as singers, a 
brass ensemble and more. 

The civic service will be led 
by the Rt Revd Dr Michael 
Ipgrave, and his first service 
at St Luke’s will count the 
Duke of Gloucester among his 
audience.

Practice manager Peter 
Greenwood said: “Every penny 
counts these days, and this helps 
people reduce their veterinary 
costs. We have the card sticker on 
show and it’s on our website. It’s a 
good scheme, there aren’t many like 
this. Lots of different businesses are 
in it, and taken all together it could 
add up to a good cumulative saving 
for people.” 

People living in the royal borough 
can apply for either the standard 
card at £2, or the High Saver card 
at £1 if they are receiving benefits, 
studying full time, or are a senior 
citizen.

IT was clear from the subject matter of 
Capital Theatre’s latest venture that it wasn’t 
going to be the stuff of a Disney movie. 

So it was no surprise that the Blackheath 
group’s production of Polly Teale’s Mine - a 
heart-rending play about infertility - was 
gripping and moving from the outset. 

The birth mother was torn between fulfilling 
her natural role and that of her child being 
her possession, going back to the play’s title, 
“she’s mine” was iterated by birth mother 
Rose at one point, with the wishes and loving 
intentions of the adoptive mother were 
difficulties to battle with. 

The story was of a successful, wealthy 
couple who had all the material splendours 
in life, an immaculate home and high-flying 
careers. The major void was the absence of 
children due to their infertility. They were 
offered to adopt a baby. However, the story of 
the child’s drug addict prostitute birth mother 
plagues the prospective parent’s consciences 
and makes their adoption process both 
painful and morally corrupt. 

This battle between the birth mother Rose 
and adoptive mother was harrowing to watch. 
It was apparent whenever she was around 
the child as she managed to soothe its cries, 
something the other woman heartbreakingly 
failed to accomplish throughout. 

One notable feature was minimal props on 
stage. A laptop, phone and a doll’s house. 
The few props sign-posted the divisional 
worlds of the characters. The paternal desire 
for children with the doll’s house, and the 
career-focused world of the couple with the 
laptop and phone. The woman often used her 
monologues in conjunction with the doll’s 
house as though it were her sound board for 
her parental problems. 

As with Henrik Ibsen’s A Doll’s House, the 
woman spends her existence like that of a 
dolls house, falsely idealistic and vacuous. 
She expresses comparable dissatisfaction 
and comments on her life appearing not 
what it seems to the outside world. At tender 
phases in the play, an eerie and melancholic 
atmosphere was created by the audio played 
a baby’s mobile’s lullaby. 

The lighter moments were created by 
multi-roled Ettie Small, who acted as a social 
worker, foreign maid Katya and dinner guest. 
Her long-winded accounts as Katya often 
broke the tension. Unfortunately, the end was 
unsatisfactory. But going by the predicament 
of all involved, it was never going to finish on 
anything but a solemn note. 7/10

ON THE BENCHES: Mark Steel’s act was thought-provoking 


Mark's 

Steely 

resolve 

MERTHYR and Wigan and Scunthorpe and 
Didcot and Nottingham and Hull. 

Long ago famous, pasts long forgotten, 
each one looking more like the other. Hardly 
the most exciting of subjects for a stand-up 
comedian on the stage. And yet last Friday 
night Mark Steel proved us all wrong by 
dovetailing an anorak’s eye for detail into 
an enthralling show at a packed Blackheath 
Halls. 

Adopted, expelled and a poet, his road to 
success was not quick or easy. But sacked by 
the Guardian, the radio found him with ‘Mark 
Steel is in Town’ - his comic reflections of 
England’s old towns - now a favourite of BBC 
Radio 4. His tour around Britain is sold out. 

Steel opened brightly, gently mocking his 
audience - “you need a Vice-Admiral in the 
family to live round here”. Deptford was 
next and Dartford to follow with Scunthorpe 
surely coming off worst - “it’s the pits", he 
was told by a local cabbie, “why on earth 
would you want to come here?” 

Not naturally funny, Steel’s humour is clever 
and his delivery relaxed and unhurried. 

He does his research, a big part of his act, 
with much of his material from local books. 
The content is odd from the scrum half in 
Wigan who met John Major wearing “only a 
pineapple ring”, to the author of “A History 
of the Railway in Didcot”, who somewhat 
paradoxically declares that “this book is by 
no means a history of the railway in Didcot". 

From the towns to their shops and those 
deserts of sadness, the retail parks that he 
hates. His targets are many from sandwich 
chain, Subway (“why do they need to 
wear luminous, green gloves?”) and the 
chicken bars to those paragons of evil, the 
supermarkets. 

With barely a pause he is on to his age and 
his phobia of anything new, from remotes 
to computers and touch screens and iPads 
and his particular favourite - the call centre: 
“if our call matters. ..how about picking up 
the phone", he laments. He shouts and he 
swears and his language is fruity but most of 
his stuff rings a bell: “I’d rather live wrapped 
in blankets than call British Gas on a phone 
that will never be answered". One final gripe 
was with mobile phones and the button that 
turns the phone mute: “Why have a feature 
that disables the purpose for which it was 
built?” he muses. 

He’s not quite a McIntyre nor a Merton 
or Boyle but he is sharp, he is bright, he is 
clever and astute and has a formula all of his 
own. 7/10

New toy 
library gets 
fresh coat 


GREENWICH Toy Library is 
moving to a new home, and 
before the 4,000 toys and its 
staff settle in, it got a lick of 
paint and a spring clean. 

“The day went really well,” said 
the library’s play coordinator 
Deborah Cavill. “We had 30 
volunteers come in to help us.” 

The toy and leisure library - which 
is part funded by the royal borough 
and caters for disabled children - is 
relocating from the Westminster 
Estate in Woolwich Dockyards to 
the Newhaven Annex in Eltham. 
The move takes place at the start 
of June. 

The helpers came from a City 
investment bank through the 
Business2Community charity. 

Deborah said: “The charity link 
businesses with local community 
projects, and the volunteers were 
brilliant. 

“They stayed all day and did a lot 
of painting, shifting of overgrowth 
outside - they didn’t stop. They 


were enthusiastic and tackled 
anything thrown at them.” Staff 
and parents also mucked in at the 
new site on Newhaven Gardens, 
and the ASDA supermarket 
provided the refreshments. 

“We’re really excited about the 
move, and wanted to include our 
membership from the start,” said 
Deborah, who has been with the 
toy library for 14 years. “The 
Newhaven Annex has a really big 
outdoor space - outdoor play is so 
important, and it also gives us an 
area to park all our vehicles.” 

More than 400 children use the 
facility, and the thousands of toys 
are rented out each week. 

The staff are hoping to find space 
for their proudest creation to 
date - the sensory studio which is 
currently housed in a portacabin. 

“The next phase is to introduce a 
family centre for children and their 
families to use,” said Deborah.

How the lettings policy work 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.
